North- 
ern Illinois, C. M. Bradley, vlco'^prea- 
Idont of tho company today advised 
tho AiaiocU News that Inforeniccs 
.has. been mndo In nrany. newspapers 
Lto tiio offoct that P. S. rates were the 
highest In Illinois. 

Bradley pointed out' tliat tho -In- 
ference has arisen through tho testi- 
mony of a witness who appeared be- 
fore the Illinois. Commerce Commls-. 
slon on October 24. 

Since the present agitation devel- 
oped against privately owned com- 
.panlea, there have been only two 
municipally owned plants that have 
announced a reduction In rates, ac- 
cording to Bradley. ' 

"Before the Illinois Commerce 
Commission on October 24, testi- 
mony was offered by a witness, em- 
ployed by the Commission, which led 
to the Inference on tho part of many 
newspapers that Public Service Com- 
pany of -Northern Illinois residential 
electricity rates were the highest- In 
the state. Tills unfair inference has 
caused much misunderstanding with 
regard to the company's rates." Brad- 
ley said. 

"There are 1,567 communities In 
Illinois receiving electricity service. 
Of this number Public Service Com- 
pany of Northern Illinois serves 321- 
Of the 1,246 communities served -by 
other electricity supply companies, 
the fact Is that residential rates In 
more than 800 communities are 
HIGHER than those charged by the 
Public Service Company ot Northern 
Illinois, and In 120 others the charg- 
es are substantially the same. 

"Of the 321 communities: served by 
the Public' Service •Compntiy— of 
Northern Illinois. 214 hav&^jwpula- 
tlons of less than 1,000 an*"^.' have 
populations of less than 5,000. 

"The rates of Public Service Com- 
pany of Northern Illinois, therefore, 
compare favorably with those of oth- 
er companies In the state. In mak- 
ing comparisons of rates, however, 
there are local factors, such as labor 
cost, freight rate on coal and other 
Indutrial and living condition which 
roust be given consideration. 

"It is an Interesting fact that In 
only two municipalities In Illinois 
where the electric plant la munici 
pally owned has there been any re- 
.ducllon-of electricity or water rates 
by city offlcials^slnce the present agi- 
tation developed against the private- 
ly owned companies. It should not 
be forgotten that the Public Service 
Company of Northern Illinois made 
a reduction of 17.7% In residential 
electric rates In .1931 and a reduction 
of 3% In July 193^'

HANDLING NRA. VIOLATORS 
The NRA has its pioneer -work behind it. Now it 
. is gradually developing into a more rational, better or- 

■ ganized govcrnmencal bureau. Last change gave the 

■ blue eagle five definite -branches. -They cover, Extrac- 
)tive Industries, Gonstruction and Machincr)*, Chcmi- 
'cals, Leather and other Manufactures, Trades, Ser- 



vices, Textiles and Clothing. Each branch has ah ad- 
mintstrator all its own, making- a sort of five-man 
cabinet to Big-Shot Administrator Hugh Johnion. 
Persons who wish to report a code violation to the NRA 
have only to go to the post o0icc, procure a blank,ifitl 
it out and file it with the local NRA compliance lof* 
ficer. He. makes an effort to fix matten up, and if 
he fails he ■passes it on to his immediate Hipcrior, the 
Divisional Administrator. He takes a crack at it, and 
in event of-failure, sends it up to the National Opm- 
pliance Boardj If it flops. General Johnson gets^ii next. 
If necessary, he can turn the charge over to the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission or the Attorney-General. 

General Johnson always has a lot of fights on his 
hands. Most recent was with the Federal Reserve 
Board's Bulletin. It said that late indusirul decUhes 
have occurred most severely in industries whkh have 
been aifected by codes. The General shook his head, 
growled menacingly, barked out that the situation' was 
preciccly the reverse of that, and that code industries 
have been going forward. So the reader can take his 
choice. A more important fight of the battling Gen- 
eral, is his long-standing feud w-ith Focd. The other 
day he traded 'in his government Lincoln for a Odil- 
lac, announced that FoW would get no gorcrnment 
contracts. Showdown »*ill come soon, when autonM- 
bile maken are required to send in their employment 
statisrics. If Ford refuses, as everyone believes he will, 
next round will probably take place in the courts,^
